WASHINGTON-OT-Aftcr a three- 


day debate, the house rejected Thurs- 
day, 205 to 168, an administration plan 
to extend the nation's line of naval air 
bases 5,000 miles into the Pacific by 
improving the island of Guant 


A 55,000,000 authoirzatlon for sea- 


plane base construction on the island 
was slashed from a naval bill after 
legislators contended that the project 
would be an act so provocative to Ja- 
pan that war might follow. 


The Democratic majority split on the 


issue. Sixty-four Democrats joined 138 
Republicans, two Progressives and one 
Farmer-Laborlto against the air base. 
Voting in favor of it were 152 Demo- 
crats, 15 Republicans and one Ameri- 
can Labor party man. 


Arkansas's representatives split on 


the vote, with Gathings and Terry vot- 
ing .to eliminate the Guam project, and 
Ellis, Kitchens, Mills and Worrell vot- 
ing against elimination. 


The rest of the bill, authorizes ?48,- 


800,000 for- a series of air bases in the 
Pacific, Alaska and continental United 
States, then was passed, 368 to 4. 


The bill now goes to the senate, 


where a house-approved measure au- 
thorizing an outlay of 5358,000,000 for 
national defense is pending. This suttt 
is to go largely for expansion of the 
Army Air Corps, both vjn planes and 
men. 
The measure yesterday received 


unanimous approval of the Senate Mil- 
itary Affairs Committee. 


Bitter Debate Precedes Vote 


Nearly on hour of debate preceded 


elimination of the Guam item' Thurs- 
day. , Opponents argued not only that 
it would offend Japan, but that it was

Reports from Tunisia said precau- 


.ionary measures were ocntnuing there, 
including the arrest of 15 Italians in 
the last few days.

While it was urged as a 
commercial, rather than a malitary 
measure—that is as a device to assist 
American overseas aviation—opponents 
replied that the navy intended to call 
for fortification later. 


Charges Project 'Provocative' 


Representative Sutphin (Dem., N, J.), 


who offered the amendment to elimi- 
nate the project, said that he could see 
no worth in extending a line o! de- 
fense so far into the Pacific. 


"What do you suppose we would 


think if Great Britain undertook to 
fortify Bermuda today?" he asked, 
"Would'we consider it a novert act, a 
hostile act?" 


To spend 55,000,000 on such a pro- 


ject "in troubled Asiatic waters,1' he 
added, could be construed only as a 
"provocative measure." 


Representative M a g n u s o n (Dem., 


Wash.) said Japan had been fortifying 
Pacific islands, in some places less than 
700 miles from the tip of the Aleutian 
(Alaskan) Achlpelago. 


"If we object to the Guam proposal,1' 


he added, "they are going to say 'Here 
again is a great nation that is afraid 
to dredge a harbor because we, th£ im, 
perial Japanese government might 
protest'." 


Representative Robison (Rep., Ky,) 


said that naval authorities were agreed 
"this is not" necessary to promote na- 
tional defense. The dangers of the 
United States were not external, he 
said, but internal, and the money 
wou^d better be spent to bring about 
a reduction of unemployment.

"We are now within two 
weeks of the end of this session. There 
is no possibility to re-enact any prac- 
tical law that would be a substitute 
for revenue.

If the condition called spin a bitiiln 


is not disturbed in any way, there 
occurs eventually such pressure and 
stretching of the nerves in the spinal 
cord that they do not function satis- 
factorily!. If the condition is in the 
lower part of the spine, which is the 
most frequent, the child begins ' to 
suffer with paralysis, with inability 
to control motions of the bowels and 
actions of the bladder, and with ulcer: 
resulting from the fact that certain 
portions of the skin are without suit- 
able nerve supply. 


When a physician sees such a pat- 


ient he has an exceedingly difficult 
decision to make. If the child happens 
to be deformed in some other manner 
so that there is not a proper develop- 
ment of the brain, obvisously little 
is to be gained by operating on the 
spine. 


There 'are, however, some cases which 


are discovered very promptly in which

.Text: A.cts 8:14-25 


The general title of this lesson, 


"Peter in 'Samria," is much less apt 
than the title 'as given in theh Inter- 
mediate and Senior Topic, 
"Some 


Things Money Cannot Buy," Or the 
topic ofr the young people and adults, 
"Keeping Religion Free From Com- 
mercialism." The text of the lesson 
records a very painful story and one 
that unfortunately has been duplicat- 
ed in more or less similar forms in 
every age and apparently among all 
peoples. 


We have in the lesson two Sim- 


ons—Simon Peter the sincere and 
earnest apostle; and Simon, a false 
prophet magician, .-'or ,faker( of the 
sort who appears repeatedly among 
men and who is ready to use even 
,the sacred offices of religion for his 
own selfish and ignoble ends. Per- 
haps I should not use the word 
"magician" in this connection, and I 
should like to point out that its use 
,does .not apply .to honorable men 
who have been magicians by profes- 
sion and who have mystified people 
by their sleight-of-hand arid amaz- 
ing performances, but who have al- 
ways , represented themselves honest- 
ly as what they were and who have 
not used their skill and profession 
•for any misrepresentation or, fraud. 


When this Simon, the faker saw the 


marvelous things that happened under 
the influence of the Holy Ghost as the 
apostles laid ther hands on Christians 
in Camaria, he thought of what gain 
there might be to himself if he could 
exercise similar power. It was char- 
acteristic of the man that he should 
put other men on as low a palne 
as himself, and should come and offer 
Peter and John money that he might 
secure from them this wonder-work- 
ing power. But Peter was stirred to 
righteous- wrath—"Thy silver persish 
with thee, because thou hast thought 
.to oblaln the gift of God with money.' 


But Peter's 'admonition was not all 


expressed in righteous wrath. He ap- 
pealed to Simon to repent of his 
wickedness, and Simon either did re- 
pent or was moved by fear,because 
f what he had done, for he .asked
